But I have visited three schools in 
one day in which less than half the 
children of the district were enrolled, 
and less than one quarter in actual 
attendance. Poor schoolhouse, poor 
teacher, negligent parents, sleepy 
superintendent. I met a young man 
in one of these districts carrying a 
gun. He could give me points on 
guns -he knew nil about them. But 
I wondered how much. education he 
had. “Can you writ# numbers?" I 
asked. “Reckon I can write some 
u umbers," he replied cautiously. He 
could read all numbers expressed by 
one or two figures. When I wrote 
the date of lfi'.P.i he said, “1 don’t 
guess I can tell that.” When 1 told 
him what it meant, he asked me when 
folks began to numlrer the years. 
That young man married at seveuteeu 
and became a preacher soon after. We 
pity the family of which he is the 
head, and the church of which he is 
the pastor. But there are such young 
men in all our counties, and there w ill 
be more ami more of them unless we 
can put greater vigor into our free 
schools. 

Oh. 1 am glad we are here to talk 
over these matters. I predict that this 
will be a n (table, memorable gather- 
ing. This is not a very large assem- 
bly, but there are enough of us here 
to set the ball rolling. There were 
only a few men at the fight at Con 
cord, but it started the American rev 
olutiou. The great Emersou wrote 
about that little fight: 



“By the ru«le bndin* that •ppIiwI thrtinnil. 
ThrirridK to April’s urwn unfurled, 

Here onre the emHktllvd farmers sUmmI, 

AikI ft red the heard round the world." 



So here to-day we may fire a shot 
that shall be heard in every mountain 
valley. 

In welcoming you to Berea it may 
be well to say a word about the help 
which this Institution cau give in this 
great campaign for universal educa 
tion . 

Berea is not the oldest college in 
Kentucky, but it has already a vener- 
able age, having l>eeu founded before 
the civil war. And Berea represents 
the liberal, the progressive, the no- 
bler spirit of the South. 

My friends, there are two Keutuckys. 
First, there is the old moss-back Ken- 
tucky — the Kentucky that was iu fav- 
or of slavery and rebellion, and op- 
posed to free schools. But the mors- 
back Kentucky did not and cannot 
rule. There is the other Kentucky, 
represented by Henry Clay and Abra- 
ham Liucoln the true, progressive, 
enlightened Keutucky- and Berea is 
the child of this true Kentucky. 

Here is the sword of General Cas- 
sius M. Clay. He selected the site of 
Berea, because he knew that the 
mountains were full of brave men who 
would staud up for the right of free- 
s peed i rneu who owued the land, 
but did not own slaves. Here is the 
bible of John G. Fee who for more 
thau forty years weut forth ic every 
direction from Berea preaching the 
Gospel of universal love. Out of 
storms of persecution sod opposition 
and misrepresentation Berea has come 
forward tty the blessing of God until 
to-day she has more friends and 
better friends thau any other school 
in the State. President Roosevelt has 
made speeches and writteu letters for 
Berea. Helen Gould has come all the 
wav from New York to visit it. Gen- 
tlemen, you ueed have no fears in ty- 
iug to Berea Itecause Berea is tied to 
the best people in America. 

Heaven has favored Berea Itecause 
Berea haa always ministered to God’s 
poor, the huoible, the weak, and the 
oppressed. There is one thing in 
which many people think Berea is 
peculiar, aud that is that we admit 
colored people to our classes on the 
same terms as w hites. But, my frieuds, 
that is nothing strange or peculiar. 
Every great school iu the world does 
that except in the States that were so 
long cursed by slavery. Berea is not 
peculiar in admitting colored people, 
but o’ her schools ure peculiar iu ex- 
cluding them. 

Hut many people do not know this, 
and men who are jealous of Berea’s 
prosperity have told lies about us.i 
Only lust fall a minister of the Gos- 
pel said to a mother iu one of our 
mountain counties, ‘‘If your daughter 
should go to Berea, she might have a 
room right next to a great brutal nig- 
ger." Now that man might have 
known that he was telling a lie. In 
the tirst place we have no “brutal nig- 
gers” iu Berea. We have no student 
who has not presented evidence of 
good moral character. Aud in the 
second place our youug ladies are 
lodged iu buildings bv themselves aud 
with the lady teachers where they are 
safer than uiauy girls are at their own 
homes. 

You, like mauy other visitors, may 
be surprised to see how natural aud 
reasonable our arrangements are. We 



do not advocate a mixing of the races 
in the public schools. We do not 
speak one word of condemnation for 
those who differ with us. We do not 
require all our students to agree with 
us, and we lav upon them no social 
compulsion. We do not have marri 
ages between the two races, uor do we 
have the back-door intrigues which 
are so common in many parts of the 
South. But we do treat a gooif color- 
ed man or woman as a man or woman 
ought to be treated; we treat them as 
Queen Victoria or President Roose- 
velt would treat them; we treat them 
as we believe Jesus Christ would treat 
them. Aud this course for over thirty 
five years has produced no evil and 
much good . But the great thing we 
would have you understand is that in 
its encouragement of the colored peo- 
ple who have worthy aspirations Berea 
College is not peculiar, hut is simply 
marching with the great Christian 
world. 

We welcome you to every depart- 
ment ol our Institution. Ouroollegi- 
ate department, with its four years of 
preparation and four years of higher 
work sends out graduates who are ic. 
step with the scholarship of our l>est 
universities, and is presided over by a 
gentleman of large experience and one 
who hanstudied at the lieat institutions 
in Ameiica and abroad. Prof. How- 
ard M. Jones. 

Our Normal Department bids you 
welcome. It is, 1 think, the largest 
department of the kind in the State, 
ami the only one whic.ii has regular 
practice teaching. Let me introduce 
you to the Dean of this department. 
Prof. Dinsmore. 

And we welcome you to- our indus- 
trial departments. With one hand 
we are teaching our people to desire 
more books aud papers and cabinet 
organs and better homes, and with 
the other baud we are teaching them 
how they may get the money to pro 
cure these blessings. We wish you 
to visit our classes in sewing and cook 
iug and the care of the sick. We 
welcome you to our priutiug office aud 
our carpenter shop. The develop- 
ment of the wood industries of this 
country is an immense interest. We 
are giving skill to our youug men so 
that it will not be necessary to send 
our fine woods to distant places to lie 
made into furniture. 

We welcome you to our farm ami 
forest preserve. Geutleuien.let me make 
you acquainted with Prof Masou, the 
man who is the authority on forestry 
aud mountain farming. Through 
these departments we are diffusing 
iuformation and benefiting many a 
family which may not so much as 
know the name of Berea. 

As county superintendents you are 
bound to be interested in everything 
that makes for the welfare of the peo- 
ple. You come in contact with the 
rising generation. Your minds have 
beeu expanded by study and travel. 
You know the good things which your 
people are missing. No one in all 
this country can do so much as you 
in favor of industry, in favor of thrift, 
iu favor of good rgads, in favor of 
newspapers, in favor of temperance, 
in favor of true religion. 

And in all these aims Berea will he 
your beet friend. Berea knows the 
difficulties with which you have to 
coutend. Berea understands the prob- 
lem which you have to solve. Berea 
is (quipped to help you iu every high 
endeavor. Many of you are our own 
students, aud we are ready to adopt 
the rest. This is what our welcome 
means. You cannot only now but al- 
ways find a tied aud a table in Berea. 
You cau send any time for a book 
from our library. Our extension de- 
partment will semi you a lecturer, our 
students returning to your county 
will help build up a sentiment in lav- 
or of progress. Berea, its glorious 
history, its world wide supporters, its 
instructors in all departments, its 
friendship, its good will, its God speed 
are yours. 

And gentlemen, we are almost all 
of iih young men here to day —under 
fifty. If we do our duty God will 
keep most of us alive for some twen- 
ty five years- a quarter of a century. 
Within that time I lielieve it is God’s 
will that we should see. immense prog- 
ress. Our log schoolhouses will lie 
provided with stoves, and blacklioards 
and maps. Our streams will be cross- 
ed by foot-bridges. In every honip 
there shall tie a shelf of books and 
some instrument of music. All the 
mountains shall go to school. And 
from the mountain scholars shall arise 
a great u urn lie r of careful housewives, 
and iuteljigaiit farmers, and skilful

The greateet danger from cold* aud 
la grippe is their resulting iu pueu 
moniA. If reasonable care i* used, 



At this season of the year one of the 
considerations is the hotticd. The 
hntlied ia something that is old, so 
fur as its use is concerned, and there 
has been blit little Improvement ill 
that direction compared with progress 
in general on the farm. This is due, 
probably, to the fact Hint the hotlx'd 
costs but little, can la- made of waste 
material and is frequently but a small 
affair. But the hotbed is an essential 
on farms where early vegetables ar» 
desired. It gives young pluuts an 
early start, protects from frost ami 
prolongs the growing' season. The 
hotbed may be of any size desired, 
but many persons make the bed to lit 
some kind of sash that chii Is- used 
for the purpose, usually alsutt three 
feet by six. A pit is dug, and a frame 
set in, enough of the frame lieiug 
aliure the ground to abed water 
and admit the sunlight. If the pit is 
two feet deep, anil the lower side of 
the frame ten inches alxive the go •und, 
with the upper side fourteen inches 
high, the open or lower spats- facing 
the south or southeast, it should an 
swer; but some gardeners do not ad- 
here' strictly to this depth, lieing gov 
erned by conditions and eir.’um 
stances, the exp mure, protection of 
buildiugs, dryness of soil, etc., lieing 
considered. 

UNIFORM MEET. 

Heat must lie generated in the hot 
lied, aud ths In at must In- uniform iu 
temperature, derived at the lowest 
cost and with the least care. This is 
done by saving horse manure, free 
from stiaw or other litter, aud using 
it for providing heat. If the immure 
in fresh it will sootier or later decom- 
pose, and is so doing heat is general 
ed. But the manure in the pit and 
trample it firmly, so as to exclude as 
much air as possible, for the more air 
the more- heat, and it may not desira- 
ble to have too much heat Over the 
manure place rich dirt, aifbsl, to the 
depth of six inches, the top of the dirt 
to come to alioiit six inches of the top 
of the lower side of the frame. Next 
bank around the outside of tlie frutne 
with earth to the depth of the taiards 
trampling Well, no as to protect against 
frost, and also to permit water from 
rains to flow away from lli« hot lied If 
aotne well rotted manure is mixed 
with the earth in the hollas! it will lie 
of advantage, but such manure should 
tie as fiue as th« dirt. 

The hnndliug of manure* requires 
judgment, as niirce*a or failure de- 
pends u | sin a regular or irregular 
temperature in the hnttnsl Whvn 
saving the manure for the botlxsl 
place it in a heap iu the stable, allow 
it to lieat, turniug it over frequently, 
aud olieerve ita condition. If it heata 
too rapidly tread it down. It should 
not lie allowed to heat too much. 



When the manure ia then put into the 
hotlied aud the sash is in place the 
heat will begin. Let it remain for two 
or three days until the heat begins to 
subside, and when the temperature of 
the hot hist is about SO to BO degrees 
the seed niuy ls< sown. The object in 
allowing the manure to heat before it 
is put in the hotbed is to ret luce the 
lumps aud permit of lietter packing 
in the pit. •Should the manure lie so 
firmly trampled as to give off instill!- 
cient heat Iw'fore the sets! is sown 
moisten it withan ounce of atonelitne, 
slaked, to which a quart of warm wa- 
ter is added. The lime will soon in- 
ti uce chemical aetiou in the maiinre. 
After observing the hotlied for a few 
days, liefore sowing the seeds, the op- 
erator will have little or no difficulty 
in regulating the temperature. 



WHEN WARM DAYS COME * 

( In warm day* the sash may la* rais- 
ed a little at first to cool the hotlied, 
giving more air a* warm weather np- 
p rose lies and the condition of the 
young plants will |M>rri)it. Cold water 
may also be used if the manure creates 
t«s much h*'ut. An old carpet or any 
other covering may Is* plaeeti over (be 
sash at night to prevent loss of warmth 
If water begins to colhs-t on the under 
side of the sash it indicates that the 
temperature is ton high, and fresh air 
should Is* admitted. Use tepid water 
for watering, and don’t use Uxi much- 
so as In saturate the ls*d. Sow the 
seeds in straight rows, lalieling each 
variety, anti pull out all young weeds 
or grass that may appear, as they of 
ten make more rapid growth than the 
desires! plants and seriously interfere 
w ith their progress As warmer weath 
• •r cotne* the manure will lie pore or 
leas exhaustisl or d(**oiii|sieed ; and 
will theu give off lees warmth, but 
will Is- in excellent condition for sup 
plying the plants, which will aend 
their roots down into it for procuring 
food The larger the plants the more 
water may lie supplied, but this will 
<|e|ieiid somewhat on the temperature 
of the hotlied and the condition of the 
weather. 

Don’t cover the seeda more than 
half an inch, and if the plauta are too 
thick do not hesitate to ’remove the 
surplus. Take advantage of every 
warm day to ex|>.Mc the plants to the 
outer air, ao «■ to “harden" them as 
much as possible. Early cabbages 
and lettuce ate barely and can endure 
more ■ vposore Ihan tomatoes, egg 
plants or |s<p|s-ta. Transplant the 
hardy kinds as s<aiii as it can lie done. 
Tomatoes may lie transplanted to cold 
frames as the weather liei*omea mild- 
er After the plants are removed 
from the hotlied spade it, mixing the 
manure und earth; add more rich 
earth, ao as to fill it, aud put a few 
tomato plants in the lied to grow, or 
sow a few melon seeds, if preferred, 
as the rich hotbed will girea gvxsl re 
turn if used in that manner after sup 
plying early plants.
